Neere unto Aldborough in Suffolk,at what time(viz. 
in the yeere 1555.) by reaſon of unſeaſonable wea- 
ther, the corne throughout all England was choak- 
ed, and blaſted in the eare, there' grew up Peaſe mi- 
raculouſly amongſt the rocks without any earth at af 


about them,about the end of September, which: much. 


brought down the price of corne. Camb. Brit. p. 466. 
In the yeere 1331. when there was a great famine 
in 7reland, the mercy of God ſo diſpoſed, that upon 
the twenty ſeventh of 7-xe there came to land a 
mighty multitude of ſea-tiſhes called Thwurlheds, fuch 
as in many ages before had not been ſeqn/iyhere : 
They came into the Haven of Dublin: Aut#d»y-Lord 
Lucy being Juſtice of Ireland, and by the Citizens 
of Dublin were many of them killed, Camb, Bree. Irel.

 Bſtinence orders a man in the uſe of meates, 
thatit be neither unſeaſonab:e for the time, 
nor unreaſonable for the meaſure: nature is content 
with alittle : grace with eſſe. Men ſhould rather be 
like Ants, and Bees ( thoſe wiſeſt of creatures) 
and abound rather in peftore , ubi eſt animus, quim 
1m ventre, ubief{' flercus , inbreaſtthenin belly : Not, 
like the Locuſts, which have bur one gut ; and the 
Spider which. is lictle elle then belly: Let us not 
therefore pamper the body, © nor cater for the fleſh: 
Preferve it we muſt : make proviſion for it we may 
not, Rom.8.11,and 13.1aſt. Debtors we are to ſee tot, 
not to live to 1r : we may not live to eat, but eat to live; 
whereunto theſe following examples may invite us.

Itis reported of Galen, the great Phyſician, that he 
lived 140. yeares . and that after he was 28. years old 
he was never grieved with any fickneſle, except- the 
Srudge of a feaver fot one day: His rules were, 
firſt, zever to eat, anddrink by fill; ſecondly , never 
to eat any raw thing; thirdly, to have always ſome

of Conguerogr, but he refuſed them all, ſaying; 7 
have not done this for my ſelf: but have only lent my hands 
to God , who bath thus declared his wrath againſt the 
JeWwes.

- hundred and ewenty Talents, & then bethinking them- 
ſelves, where to chooſe a worthy General, they ar 
laſt pitched upon Philopewer, the molt accompliſhed 
manin all Greece, and thereupon reſolved to ſend 
Ambaſſadours to make a tender to him of thisMaſle of 
money ;but every one,(knowing how far be was from 
being caught with ſuch baits) refuſed that office: Ac 
- laſt they choſe one Timolans of his ancient acquiint- 
ance, who wen to him at Megalopoln, where being 
entertained and feaſted by Philopemen, obſerving his

21.18, Deut, 33. 21, 

Amongſt the 'Lacedemonians Law-ſuites were not 
heard of; becauſe amongſt them there was neicher co» 
vetouſneſſe, nor povercy, but equality with abun- 
dance, and a quict life with ſobriety. P/at? 

Lycurgus was the Law-giverto the Lacedemonians 
and to gaine more credit to hs Lawes, he went to 
Delphos to the Oracle of Apo/lo to conſalt therewith 
about the ſucceſle of his enterprize. P/ut. He would 


* haye none of his Lawes written, but commanded pa- 


rents by the virtuous education of their children, and 
youth co implant them in their hearts, and lives. 


P lat, 
When 
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When by experience he ſaw his Lawes well appro- 
ved of, and the Common-wealth to flouriſh under 
them, he had a great deſire to make them immortal, , 
for | which end he aſſembled all the people together, 
and told them that he thought his civil Policy was al- 
ready ſufficiently eſtabliſhed to make them happy : 
yer one thing ofthe greateſt importance was ſtill be. 
hinde, which he could not reveale till he had firſt con- 
ſulred with the Oracle of Apo/lo, and in the meane 
time he deſired them to obſerve his Laws inviolably, 
withour altering any ching until] his returne: this chey 
all promiſed him faithfully , yer for the greater ſe- 
curity,he took an oath of the Kings, S&farors.and all 
the people to make good their promiſe ro him, and 
ſo went to Delphor, where he ſacrificed rozApolo, and 
Isked him if his Lawes were ſufhcient ro makea peo- 
ple happy : the Oracle anſwered bat they were,and' 
that his Citizens obſerving them ſbould be the moſt re 
nownedin all the world. This anſwer Lycargas wrote, 
and ſent to Sparta, and then tiking his leave of his 
ſonve , and friends, he pined himſelf to death, com- 
manding his friends to burne his body , and to throw 
his aſhes into the ſea, leſt any part of him being car- 
ried into Sparta,his Citizens ſhould ſay that he was re» 
turned again, and ſo chink themſelves abſolved from 
theiroath, According to his expectation whileſt La-- 
cedemoy obſerved bis Lawes it flouriſhed in wonder- 
ful proſperity, and honour for five hundred yeeres. + 
together, till King Ags his time, in whoſe reigne 
gold, and filverbegan to be in requelt, and fo pride, 
covetouſneſle , and curioficy crept in, which by de« 
grees wrought their ruine. Plat. 3 
Numa Pompilins the firſt Law-giver amongſt the 4 _ 
Romanes,gave out that he converſed in the woods wich 
the goodelſle Egeris,that ſo he might procure the great- 
cr 
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- er efteeme to himſelf , and to the Lawes which he e&n- 
acted. Plut, 

Solon the Law-piver to the Athenians colleting, and 
writing down many excellent Lawes, enachbarſis, a 
very wiſe man , Jaughed at him, ſaying, T hinkeſt thos 
by written Lawes to bridle the coveton[neſſe, and injuſtice 

men? Knoweſt thou not that Lanes are like cobwebs 

that catch little flies, but the rich, and mighty will break 
through them at their pleaſure. Plut, 
6 - Dracothart firſt gave Lawes to the Athenians, pus 
niſhed idlenefle, and almoſt all offences with death: 
whence bis Lawes were ſaid tobe written in blood. But 
when Solon reformed them, he made them more milde, 
and moderate.

toſſed np, and down by the Deputies of the Rowang 
There were ſlain in C2ſares 20000 in one day. At 
Alexaudria 50000 another day: At Zabulon, and 
7oppa 8400, beſides the burning of the Townes. At 
Damaſcus 10000 had their throats cut. In the 
ſiege of Hiernſalem they were ſo famiſhed, that 
Oxens dung was accounted good meat : Others 
fed upon old leather, and ſome women boiled their 
own children, and did eat them.

There is no jor, of tit- 
tle of it that ſavours of carthlineſſe: Every word 
of -Gods mouth: is pure, precious, and profitable, 
not a ſyllable ſuperfluous. The very majeſty of 
the ſentenee is fuch as cannot be conceived, and yet 
it's alwaies more powerful in macter then in words. 
Tt ſers forth ſuch an admirable concurrence 6f Gods 
mercy, and Jaftice in mans Redemption,by the man 
Chrift Feſus, as no creature-could poſlibly contrive: 
or if they could, yet certainly would not. Not good 
men, or Angels, for they would never have put 
upon: the world 'ſuch a notorions impoſiure : Not 
evil men or Devils, [for it-crofferh; and controlieth 
their contrary tourſes, and condemines them to the 
pic of hell. Jrutrerly overturns the Devils =_ 

dome, who therefore ſharply eggeth, and ay 
all-bis inftruments againſt it : yea, and rettpreth 
becrer men'ſomerimes co doubt of it : whereas if it 
were forged, and falfe, tie would (ike & liar when

Laftly, look upon its admirable effeRts, and irre- 
fiſtible power to effet the thing whereunto it's 
appointed; as to break the ſtubbors, to binde up 
the brokern-hearted, &c.

mind may be thorowly convinced, and yerthe man 
not truly converted, yea,and when the ſpirit feeles 
itſelf dead, and decayed (as by a relapſe into ſome 
foul ſin) this good Word revives is , as the breatli 
of God did thoſe dry bones in Ex#ks:/, Humane 
writings may ſhew ſome faults to be aydided , bur 
give no power to amend them: But, New ave ye 
clean by the Word that I bave ſpoken, faith Cirif. 
Santlifie thens by thy truth, thy Word is truth; Philon 
ſophie may civilize, not ſanRifie : hide ſome fins; 
not heal chem : coyer,not cure thei, So tbeo,the 
efficacy, and virtue of the Scripture to produce the 
love of God, and our enemies, to parific the bearer, 
to pacifiethe conſcience; to reQifie the whole doth

quilite workmanſhip : yea and all the rarities were 
colletted into this Temple for the ſight whereof 
men formerly uſed co trayel throngh the whole 
warld. And here alſo he placed thoſe veſſels which 
formerly belonged to the Temple of- Hirruſalem, 
and were brought from thence by Tix at the ſack- 
ing of it.

Domitian the Emperour commanded that no ſtatyes 
ſhould be made for him inthe Capito/ , but ſuch as 
were all of ſilver, or all gold, ſolid, and not hollow, 
eich of them weighing ar leaſt an hundred pound 
weight. Commodas the Emperour had a Statue made 
for him of gold that weighed a thouſand pound 
weight: Together with a Bull, and a Cow of the 
ſane metal as if he had been the founder of the Ci- 
ty:He had alſo in the Market- place a Pillar erected, 
and his Statue made upon it of a chouſand five hun- 
dred pounds weight of ſilver, Their ſtatues of braſle - 
were moſt of them gilt, and ſo were many of their 
Stacues of ſilver. Some of them were of a, Coloſſeav 
bigneſſe;- others mounted on horſeback, and-iniſes

" Over the Stables there is a Row of Roomes 
wherein is kept all the Furniture for the horſes 
which is of an extraordinary value; For the. Bri- 
dles, Petorals, and Cruppers are ſer ſo thick with 
Jewels of divers ſorts, that they cauſe admiration 
in the beholders, and exceed Imagination. The 
Grand Sigmor”s Bed-chamber bath the walls covered 
with ſtones of the fineſt China metal, ſpotted with

In the Hall adjoyning is a very great Lanthorn

He City of Hy/paan in Perſia was formerly cal. 
4 led H wired, ar 1 of its hundred gates; 
It's compaſſed with a ſtrong wall, and is in circuit 
as much as a man may well ride on horſeback in a 
day: It's a very ſtrong City, and is exceſleatly 
watered with deep channels of running ſprings con- 
veyed into it from the Corowian Mountaines: which 
are 2s a wall inacceſſible about it. On the North 
fide is a very ſtrong Caſtle which is compaſſed 
about with a wall of a thouſand, and ſeven hundred 
yards in compaſſe. On the Weſt ſide of the City 
are two Serag/ios, one for the King, the other for 
his women: Palaces of great State, and Magnifi- 
cence,the Walls whereof gliſter with poliſhed Mar- 
ble, and pargeting of divers colours, and all the. 
Palaces are paved with curious checkered work,and 
covered with curious Carpets wroughe with' Silk, 
and Gold ; che windowes arc made of Marble, Por- 
pbery, and Alabaſter ; the-Poſts and Doores of 
Maſlie Ivory , / checkered with gliſtering black 
Ebonie ſo curiouſly wrought in winding knots, as 
may eaſilier ſtay then ſatisfie the wondering eye of 
the ſpetacor. Near the Palace is a ſtately Gars 
den, ſpacious, and large, beautifully adorned with 
a thouſand ſundry kinds of Fruit-trees, plants, and 
flowers of all ſorts to delight the beholders. There 
are in it a thouſand Fountains , and a thouſand

The Grand Cird in Egypt is accounted one of the 3 
eateſtCities in the world. It is firuated upon 8 moſt 
eautiful plain near unto a certain Mountain called 
HMucatan, about two miles from the River Nilus * 
It's invironed with ſtately walls, and fortified with 
Iron gates. Init are buile moſt ſtately, and admi- 
rable Palaces, and Colledges, and moſt famptuous 
Temples. There are alſo matiy Bath-ſtoves yery'ar- 
tificially built : It aboundeth with all forts of Mer- 
chandiſe out of all parts of che world. There is in 
it a famous Burſe [ Exchange] called Canen Halih, 
wherein the Perfiar Merchants dwell; It's buile 
very ftately in the manner of a King's Palace of 
three ſtories high : Beneath ic are many roomes 
whither Merchants reſort for the exchange of their 
coſtly wares ; asall ſorts of Spices, precious ſtones, 
Cloth of 1nd;s, &c. There is alſo a ſtately Hoſpi- 
tal, the yearly revenues whereof amonnt to two 
hundred thouſand pieces of gold called Saraff.

withour ſuch a triall, but hereby he makes them known 
both to themſelves and others : For Grace is hid in 
nature here, as ſweet water in Roſe-leaves:the fire of 
affliction muſt be put under to diſtil it out; and as trees 
fix their roots the faſter, the more they are ſhaken, 
ſo comforts abound as ſufferings abound , yet leſt any 
ſhould think that hecan fiand by his own ſtrength, 
the Apoſtle Paxl tells him that all our ſuffici- 
ency is of God, 2 Cor.

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Moſt inhumane cruelties, 69 
lainy that was ever perpetrated by any damned repro- 
bate; but he is prone to fall into the ſame, yea :9r»ſþ 
on into ſinne as the horſe into the battel : whence it- is 
that Solomon long fince told us,that T he tender mercies 
of the Wicked are cruelty : as will moſt maniteſtlyap- 
pear by theſe enſuing Examples. | 

- Belliſarins, a worthy , and famous Captaine under 
the Emperour 7#{tinia» : having by Gods aſliſtance 
with great ſucceile fought many battels againſt the 
Per fans, Goths, and Vandals, in his old age , by the 
malice, and cruelty of the Empereſſe (who was a fa- 
vourer of Entyches the Heretick) had his eyes pur 
| out, and fell into ſuch want that he was forced to 
begge by the high-wayes: Date obolum Belliſario , 
WH For Gods fake, give an halfe peny to Belliſarirs. 
See Juſtinians Life in my ſecond Parr. 

William Prince of Naſſaw,a pious,, and prudent 
Prince, was moſt cruelly and traiterovſly murthered 
in his lodging at the end of dinner byBaltazarGerrard, 
a papiſt being hired thereunto by the Prince of Parmas 
Counſe]: He was ſhot from the left ſide to the righe, 
through, the ſtomack. and the vital parts: ſaying 
onely: O my God, take pity on thy ſoul , ] am. ſore 
wounded , take pitty upon my [oul, and of thu poor people: 
and ſo he died. Hiſt. of the Netherl, 

in a town of Jraly called Montallo, many gadly 
Chriſtians being ſecretly met together to hear the 
Word of God, were moſt inhumanely butchered by 
the appointment of Pope Pixs the tourth, beirig'one 
after. another drawn out of the houſe, and their 
throats cut with a knife : yet not one of all that num-

Some he ſawed a ſunder in the middeſt. He forced 
parents to be preſent at the torments of their children: 
and whereas one excuſed. himſelf by reaſon of ſick- 
neſſe, he ſent his horſe-litter for him » Another asking 
whether he might not wink ? for that Ie cauſed him 4 


be flaine. Another whom he forced to be preſent at 
the rorments- of his children , he preſently rook hinx 
home with him to a feaſt , and forced him to be mer» 
ry. Whenhe wanted condemned perſons to feed his 
beaſts,he would cauſe ſome of the innocent ſpeRators 
ro have their congues cut out, that they might notcom« 
zine, and ſo to be throwne to the beaſts. When he 
diſtaſted any of the Senatours, he would ſuborne ſome 
rocome into the Courts, and todeclare them pubſlick 
enemies to the State, and preſently to murther them 
yet was he nor ſatisfied till he ſaw them torne peece- 
meale, and their bowels dragged along the Rtreets, 
He uſed to ſay that he commended nothing more in his na« 
ture then his impadence. * He would not have men pre- 
ſently to be killed, but uſed to ſay to his executioners; 
Its percute,nt mori ſe ſentiat ; So ſtrike,that he may feel 
; him{clf todie, Being angry with the people for coming 
ſlowly to his fports,he wiſhed, /r:nam PopwlrsRomanus 
wnam cervicem haberet!Would althe people of Rowe had 
but one neck! Heufed to complaine of his times that 
they were not made famons by ſome great publick cala- 
mity: and therefore he uſed to wiſh for the deſtruRtort 
of his Armies, famines,peſtilence, burning , or ſome 
extraordinary gapings of the earth;& grieved for that 
he ſhould be ſoon forgotten, becauſe of the proſperity 
of all things. Having entercained the two Conſuls at 
a great feaſt, ſuddenly he fell into a great l2ughter, & 
when they asked him mildly what he faughed at, he 
anſwered : To think that With one nod,1 can preſently 
cauſe you both to be murthe-ed, Whea he uſed to kiſs the 
necks of his wives, and concubrnes, he faid : Tha fair 
neckaſſoon as | commend, ſhall be tat off. Sueto, 

Vitetius the Romane Emperout was exceeding cruel, 
putting many to death contrary to all Law, & cquity, 
ſeeking forgeries,and falſe accuſations againſt chem. 
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834 Abſtinence, Temperance, and Sobriety. 
One of his friends coming to viſit him,& finding him- 
ſelf not well, called for ſome water to drink, the Empe- 
rour with his own hands caſt poiſon into it, &'poiſoned 
him. He commanded ſome young men to be ſlaine,only 
becauſe they came to intreate him to pardon their fa- 
ther whom he had condemned to die. /mperial Hiſt, 
Carſed be their anger, for it was fierce,and their wrath, 
for it was cruel, Gen 49.7. 
The darke places of the earth are full of the babitati- 
ons of cruelty, Plal. 74. 20. 


CHAP. VII. | 
Examples of T. emperance, AbFinence, 
and Sobriety. 


Bltinence orders a man in the uſe of meates, 
that it-be neither unteaſonabie for the time, 
nor unreaſonable for rhe meaſure: nature is content 
with a little : 'grace with lefle, Men ſhould rather be 
like Ants, and Bees ( thoſe wiſeſt of creatures) 
and abound rather in pefore , ubi eſt animus, quam 
in ven:re, ubi eſt ſtercur , inbreaſtthenin belly : Not, 
like the Locuſts, which have but one gut ; and the 
Spider which is little elle then belly: Let us not 
therefore pamper the body, nor cater for the fleſh : 
Preicrve it we muſt : make proviſion for #t we may 
not, Rem.8.11,and 13.laſt. Debtors we are to ſee to it, 
not to live tor : we may not live to eat, but eat to live: 
whereunto theſe following examples may invite us. 
It's a vertue commanded and commended by God 
intheſe Sriptures : Gen.g. 3. Prov. 23.1, 2, 3. 1 Core 
10. 3'. Gal, 5.23. 1 Tim. 6.8. Tit, 1. 8, & 2:12

The Egyptians uſed to carry about a Deaths head 3 
in their feaſts to reſtraine their inordinate Apyerites; þ. 

Socrates is ſaid by ſobrietie to have had alwayes a: 4 
ſtrong body, and to have lived ever ir health,. 
and that by the good order of his diet he. eicaped the. 
plague at Archers, never avoiding. the Citie, northe 
company of the infected, whereas the greateſt part of 
the Citie was conſumed by it. 4+ 

Itis reported of Galey, the great Phyſician, that he 5 : 
lived 140. yeares , and that after he was 28. years old 
he was never grieved with any fickneſle, except the 
grudge of a feaver fot one day : His rules; were, 
firſt, zever to eat, and drink bis fill; ſecondly , newer 
Fo Cat ary raw thing ; thirdly s to have always [ome 
ſweet ſavour about him, Sipontinus de vita ejms. | 

eAlexander the Great when the Queen of (aria, 
to ſhew her great love to him, ſent him daily variety, | 
of diſhes, and dainties,and at laſt ſent her Cookes,and * © >.» * 
Bakers to him, he returned them back again, ſzying, 
That he had no need of their ſervice, for hs My. Leonli- 
das had provided bim better Cooker, by teaching him to 
ine, and ſup frugally,and ſparingly : Alſo when he had 
any rare, and dainty fruits, and fiſhes ſent him 
from the Sea - he uſed to diſtribute them among tis 
friends, reſerving-very little, or none for his own
